the climate, much cheaper than in thii 
country. If thia ofont abould take 
placo, do you not think abr« as I do, that 
ao many alloring prospecta, and so ma­ 
ny evident advantagei, will deprivo tbia 
republic of Ibo aucdnive emigratiooa
